Many observers agree that the giavest threat to the 
American way of lite hrs iii the steadily increasing mini 
ber of strikes. 
I his is especially true of the present wartime period, 
when virtually all strikes arc, iii one sense or another, 
strikes against the government. 
A growing tendency to abandon .ill pretense of legal 
ity, either in tin* calling of strikes or the settling of them, 
is a further distressing symptom. Strikes continue to be 
(ailed in violation of no strike contracts, and iii defiance 
of various New Deal labor agencies— certainly none of 
which can he accused of unfriendliness to unions! 
Likewise the settlements olten include terms Lit out 
of line with previously stated national policy, is tor in 
stance the many concessions in the Little Steel formula. 
Many experts in C ongress, in the National idminis 
t rat ion, in business circles, and in the less radical labor 
leadership, have sought a cure. 
I lins far it has not been found— or ii found, has not 
been applied. 
Present trends are iii the direction of a showdown, 
possibly violent in nature, to determine whether the whole' 
public, or merely the segment represented in a cam p of 
organized labor, is to dominate the nation. 
I here is one approach to the problem, quite simple 
and direct, which few have tried. 
II is a perfectly logical a p p r o a c h - o n e which perhaps 
would occur more readily to a housewife, say, than a New 
Deal officeholder with one eye oil the political weal her 
vane. 
lf a housewife spoiled a > ake in the* baking, most 
likely she would try to find out wlinl was the matter by 
asking a neighing or friend just how they went 
iboul 
flaking a cake that did turn out successfully. 
Likewise it might be well for President I rtinian s 
labor bureaucrats, if they are in earnest in seeking a vain 
lion ,to look around for a time and pl.ice where strikes 
were near the vanishing point- a period when labor and 
m anagement were able to meet their own problems with 
i success almost unbelievable to the present generation. 
List year, war or no war, there* w o e more than 
>000 strikes in the United States. 
I hr* turmoil, expense, 
loss of production, and uneasiness they caused is beyond 
calculation. 
It is not far distant either iii time or plate* to find 
i nation of similar size and complexity which operated l<»r 
a ten year period with an average of less than a fifth as 
many strikes. 
I he nation, in fact, is the same nation—-and the* time 
was tile ten-year period from P )IL to PM2, 
A chart cif strikes from I 0 16 to I 044 presents a most 
interesting picture. 
f o r the first five years, strikes towered far above the* 
3000 mark, reaching 4500 in 1017. Mien follows a period 
of extreme labor peace— a m axim um of I >00 s t r i k e s in 
1923, six consecutive years with fe wer than 1000, and 
two years, 1928 and PMO, with less than 700. 
I he year of 1933 marked a tremendous upturn. P>y 
19 37 strikes soared to the record level of 3800, and as has
